‘Increased Rates For 

Increased rates on third class 


mail went into effect on April 2, 
the Post Office Department announ. 
ced this week, 

Third class mail addressed to the 
“Householder” or Boxholder,” and 
Which was formerly carried for one 
cent for the first two ounces and 
one cent for each additional two 
ounces now will go for one and one- 
half cents for the first two ounces,

Third class matter addressed to 
individuals will cost two cents for 
the first two ounces, instead of one 
cent as at present, The rate on each 
additional two ounces or fraction 
Will continue to be two cents. 

An increase in registration fees 
also went into effect April 2, On 
mail valued up to $25, the fee will 
now be 20 cents, an increase from 
10 cents.

PASTURES RESPOND 
TO SUPERPHOSPHATE 


Experiments on pasture fertiliza- 
tion and management over a six 
j year period on 73 Illustration Sta- 
tions in Eastern Canada and Bri- 
tish Columbia, showed a marked 
increase in yield from the use of 
superphosphate and only a rela- 
tively small increase from the use 
of potash and nitrogen when these 
fertilizers were added to the mix: 
ture, 

Illustration Station officials at Ot- 
tawa pointed out that an applica- 
tion of 600 pounds of superphos- 
phate per acre every three years, 
gave an average increase of 2.83 
tons of green clippings per acre 
over the untreated check plot yields 
jof 5.38 tons per acre. 

' It was found that the addition 
|of potassium increased the yield by 
;approximately one-half ton per 
acre, and when nitrogen was added 
yields were increased by nearly one 
| ton.

| While different soil types would 
give varying results from these av- 
|erages, the general overall pattern 
revealed marked increases in yields 
from the use of superphosphate, 
compared with the use of potash 
and nitrogen.
